| MiLK SICKNESS, OR METOXICUM. 


To the Editors: 

As there is considernble curiosity 
excited in this county, in regard to wha’ 
is commonly called Miik Sick, and as | 
am so often requested to give an account 
of my discovery in relation to it, I take 
this opportunity to addreas a few lines to 
you on the subject.

Un Satufday last, the officers of the 
Mint brought me a false sovereign to 
examine and repossdsits specific gravity; 
we found it to be 13.58 (w.th reference 
to distilled water ns Unity at 62 fr) which 
is about half the value of standard gold, 
The imitation, of the coias ts so perfect 
as to have deceived the dic siwker him- 
self, and its execulion altogether is of 
such a quality as to excite the most in- 
tense interest and anxiety in all who have 
seen it. The impression of the sovereign 
imitated is that of Queen Victoria. and & 
so exquisitely done as to defy detection 
by comparison, except in two or three 
very minute instances; the rost obvious 
of which is the difference ia the dotting 
of the grovod or fie'd *or"’ in that quar- 
tor of the shield containing the singl 
lion. With the nid of a magnifying 
glass, the dots on the ground of the fake 
coin will be found to Se more dis'inct 
beiog crossed or further asunder than ww 
ihe real con. The specimen we have 
seen Was gilt, of course the color of fin 
gold, byt on heing cut, it shows the red- 
ness arising from the ulloy of copper. 

It is supposed that this false coin must 
le principally imtendd for circuiation o 
the continent, or rather in the Uvited 
States. (on account of the large quxntity 
of sovereigns known to be in circu'ation 
with you.) because although the s‘ate of 
the coin indicates some degrve of ware. 
there has not yet any pessed through th- 
hands of the bank of ELoglond, the issuer. 
being, Without doubt, aware of the rigid 
scrutiny now exercised there; and a’- 
though your Government amy not take 
s'cps therein without further in‘ormation, 
vou cannot be wrong in commun’ catiny 
the matter of fact to the proper authori- 
tics who may then inst.td'e such erquiries 
as my be thoug'st necessary.

A Dreadful Stery.—A London co re 
spondent of the New York Commercis! 
‘seys thaten awful system of depravity 
has lately been brought to light, in con- 
nexior. with what are ca'led ‘burial! so- 
ceties”—a sort of subscription club. 
where, by the payment of a small sum, 
weekly, an individual can insure the 
means of burying himself or any mem- 
ber af his family, in the event of death. 
These ‘burial societies” are very numer- 
ous, and'the horrible fact has transpired 
that, on the birth of a child, its parents 
have frequently entered its name on the 
books of ten or twenty different societies, 
and then, by a'lowing the poor infant to 
die from neglect, have realized large sums 
from these societies: for the apparen’ 
purpose of giving the child a decent 
burial. It is asserted that the sum real- 
ized in this way havs in some instances 
amounted from 40 to 50 pounds—thus 
literally making murder a trade. and 
one's own flesh and blood mere sfock for 
the shambles.
